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Britain Backs 
German Role 


Favors Participation 
In Defense Build-Up 


LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP) — The 


Foreign Office, following a cab-| 
inet meeting, affirmed today that 
Britain favors German participa- 
tion in the build-up of western 
European defenses. 


The statement disavowed 
re- 


marks attributed to Laborite Mor- 
gan Phillips in a Paris speech 
over the week end to the effect 
that the British government still 
is undecided about Germany's role 
in western defense plans. 


The Foreign Office said Bri- 


tain's attitude was made clear to 
the meeting of Atlantic pact for- 
eign ministers in New York last 
month. It is, the Foreign Office 
declared, that "Germany should 
be enabled to make an appropri- 
ate contribution" to western de- 
fenses. 


Mr. Phillips holds no place in 


the British government. He spoke 
in Paris before a group of Euro- 
pean Socialists as a spokesman 
for the British Labor party. 


Informants said Foreign Secre- 


tary Ernest Bcvin got the green 
light from his cabinet colleagues 
to correct any wrong impressions 
which Mr. Phillips' statement may 
have aroused.
